Preview of 1954 


The farm geene will be very different in 
1954. In the South some land will be shift- 
ed from cotton to corn and soybeans. In 
the Southwest, from wheat to grain sor- 
ghumis. In the Cornbelt the shift will fea- 
ture some corn acreage going to other feed 
and to soybeans. In the North and North- 
west some land will be iaken out of spring 
wheat and flaxseed. 

The livestock picture will be different, 
too. Cattle and calves: There will be fewer 
on the ranges, fewer also in the Cornbelt 
feedlots. Hogs: A few more pigs will make an 
appearance next spring to run through fall. 
Dairy herds: They’li be a Jittle larger. 
Poultry: A few more hens will be added. 

Why? The cropland changes in 1954 
will be overdue adjustments to postwar reali- 
ties in the markets for farm products here at 
home and abroad—forced by acreage con- 
trols. The livestock changes will reflect the 
big cattle slaughter of 1953, the reduced 
culling of dairy stock, a favorable hog-feed 
price ratio, and the good returns from 
poultry flocks in 1953. 


What you should do 


® Your farm production changes in 1954 
should be aimed at strengthening your 
economic position for the next few years. 
One big step for profit over the long pull: 
Land improvements that will pay dividends 
as bigger production is needed 5 years or 10 
years from now, 

® Make cost reduction through production 
efficiency your watchword in 1954. Don’t 
rely on higher market prices. If prices work 
higher, so much the better. Cattle prices 
may improve some, but most other com- 
modities will do well if they hold around 
1953 values. 

® You may get a little bigger share of the 
consumer’s food dollar in 1954 (recently 
your share has been a postwar low). This 
will come mainly because of a shading in 
processing and marketing charges—which 
are now attracting public inquiry. 

® Some of the things you buy will carry 
lower price tags. But your principal gain 
will come from the use you make of new 
ways of getting the most production from 
every bushel of seed, and from every pound 
of feed. 

® Keep up with—and make use of—the 
latest discoveries of your state experiment 
station. Try new and proved ideas—Suc- 
cessful Farming will stress these in coming 
months, to help you hold profits up. 


Total economy is strong 


The nation’s total economy will roll high 
in 1954, Consumers will be fully employed 
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in most lines of civilian and defense pro- 
duction. They will have good buying power 
from high wages on top of a big backlog of 
savings. tax reductions—which 
will go into effect next month—will in- 
crease consumer spending money. 

What does this mean to you? You can 
expect a continuing high consumer de- 
mand for your farm products in 1954. In 
fact, your price and income prospects look 
better now than they did a while back. 


Income 


Grain support levels 


As we've told you before, 1954 may not be 
the last year you'll get 90-percent-of-parity 
support for your “basic” farm commodities. 
A betting man could give odds that the 
high-level supports will be continued in 
1955 and 1956—or even increased. 

This fact means: It isn’t likely that sup- 
ports for the basics—wheat, corn, cotton, 
rice, tobacco, peanuts—will be reduced 
until market prices rise above, and give 
promise of staying above support levels. 

And note this: Supports for oats, barley, 
rye, and grain sorghums have been set by 
Secretary Benson at. 85 percent of parity 
for 1954—the same as they were in 1953. 
Many thought supports would be lowered. 
The support on flaxseed was cut from 80 to 
70 percent of parity—because we have 
enough flaxseed and linseed oil for 2 years. 


Corn price support 


You will get the same price support for 
corn this year as last. You can seal 1953- 
crop corn through May, 1954. About 500 
million bushels likely will be put under sup- 
port—or about 15 percent of the 1953 crop. 
Meanwhile, a good quantity of 1952 corn 
has been resealed. 

These facts mean: The more corn you 
put under support the better your prices 
will be. The more corn all farmers seal, the 
higher the market price. In any case, prices 
will work higher this month—particularly 
if the government pig-crop report, to be 
issued December 22, shows a bigger fall 
pig crop than had been expected. 


New storage payment rule 


Please note this: For the first time in price- 
support programs, you will get storage pay- 
ments on resealed wheat, corn, and oats 
even though you repay the loans at the end 
of the reseal period. Before now, you got 
storage payments only on resealed grain 
delivered to C.C.C. in satisfaction of loans at 
the end of the reseal period. 

Why the new rule? The new policy is 
designed to make you want to build more 
bins and cribs. 


It means: You can now (1) borrow 
money from C.C.C. to build on-farm stor- 
age, (2) get fast income tax write-off on the 
new structures (20 percent a year), and (3) 
get paid to reseal your own grain. 


Soybeans look good 


Soybeans are good property. The 1953 
crop was less than 259 million bushels— 
about 25 million short of requirements dur- 
ing the next 10 months. 

You should: Hold for good prices. 
Average support price is $2.56 a bushel. 
Farm price average for an entire crop has 
never been below support in all the years 
since soybeans were first supported in 1941. 
And it won’t be this year, even though com- 
petitive cottonseed is a near-record outturn. 


Migher dairy income 


Bureau of /.gricultural Economics says 
that better roughage production, higher 
quality cows, and better physical layout of 
dairy farms will increase dairy income— 
even with some reduction in prices re- 
ceived for milk. This doesn’t necessarily 
mean your dairy income. 

It means: Farmers are getting larger 
dairy herds—and more milk per cow, per 
man, per dairy enterprise. You must, too, 
for top profits. 


Beet-cattle picture 


Heavy marketings of cattle and calves con- 
tinued through the fall. This points to a 
stabilization of cattle numbers on farms and 
ranches in 1953. Therefore, you can expect 
the government report to show a little less 
then 94 million cattle on farms January 1, 
and about the same as a year ago. You will 
probably see more cows, and a few less 
steers, sent to market next year. 

Immediately ahead, the beef picture 
shows: Top prices may hold up for an- 
other 36 to 60 days, but they usually work 
lower during the late winter. Expect steady 
to stronger prices for the middle and lower 
grades. 


Hogs at low 


Prices should be at or near their seasonal 
low. The usual winter advance may be 
limited this year by rather large supplies of 
late spring and summer pigs. 

Ahead for you: A good premium for 
early spring pigs again next year. Drouth 
last summer may limit production in areas 
where early pigs are usually raised. And 
any weakening in consumer demand likely 
will be more depressing on the /ater market 
For these reasons, early spring pigs look 
even better this year than most. END

A look at tariffs —beef caule—farm programs— 


all hot news in the making 


@ Since this is the thirty-first time I have 
wished you Merry Christmas through 
the columns of Successful Farming, there 
isn’t anything new left to say. Apprecia- 
tion of all that farm folks have accom- 
plished and all the difficulties they have 
overcome in that time adds to the warmth 
of my greeting, however. No soft, easy 
path lies ahead that I can see. Nor does 
anyone wish to stop the progress of our 
industry even though it is so largely re- 
sponsible for our difficulties. As we pro- 
gress we must make adjustments—and 
they are seldom easy. To you all, a Merry 
Christmas and a Happy New Year! 


@ Tom Gildersleeve likes his work at the 
North Dakota Agricultural College, but 
he makes frequent trips into Canada, It 
was his idea that we take a look at some 
of our farm problems from across the 
international boundary line. A few cour- 
teous questions and good wishes from the 
customs officers, and Mrs. Fox and I were 
on our way. Like our North Dakota 
friends, we found the Canadian farmers’ 
big worry was lack of storage space for a 
record crop of small grain. Great concern 
was expressed about the possibility of 
United States grain being dumped on 
foreign markets at such distress prices as 
to ruin the Canadian market abroad. 


@ The effects of tariffs are striking when 
visiting other countries. In fine Winnipeg 
stores we were astonished at the much 
higher prices of household conveniences 
like refrigerators and washing machines. 
On the other hand, we found fine goods 
imported from England at much lower 
prices than we were asked 65 miles away 
in the United States. Are we ready to let 
down the tariff bars on Canadian grain 
for the privilege of selling more farm ma- 
chinery to the Canadian farmers? Or 
grant lower rates on dairy products in 
order to sell more dairy equipment? I 
don’t think so, but I do believe a far more 
liberal acceptance of foreign products 


must come. 


@ We are still holding great beef-cattle 
shows and permitting judges to proclaim 
as winners these relics of a former day, 
these masses of fat, these animals wihose 
forebears took championships in Europe 
where fat was at a premium. Thus spoke 
H. H. Corey to a recent convention of 
meat packers. Something must be done 
about it, he believes, because the cver- 
big, overfat, highly finished beef animal 
is a hard baby to sell. Well said, Mr. 
Corey, and may you convince other pack- 
crs and judges it is time to do something.

@ Ranch houses have swept the country 
in the same wave that has swept towns 
and cities. Back in 1928 when we pre- 
sented our first one-story house plan, the 
conventional farmhouse was square and 
had two stories. And so change has come 
to the farm home to the great benefit of 
all members of the families. Good design 
has been the rule for hundreds of new 
farmhouses I saw this year. It always 
seemed to me the Ranch type fitted much 
better in the open country than any 
other place. 


@ When H. E. Myers at Kansas State 
College talks about getting efficiency 
into farm production, I am eager to 
listen. He has the ability to combine the 
practical with the ideal—a trait not al- 
ways found in scientists. The carload of 
cattle which tops the market may be an 
ideal but fall considerably short of mak- 
ing a good profit for the feeder. The 
field of corn that breaks all records for 
yields isn’t always the best profit acre on 
the farm. Balance is essential. 


@ Of all the folks with whom I have dis- 
cussed farm programs, none remembers 
the early arguments for setting corn sup- 
ports fairly high. Twenty-five years ago 
it was generally believed a livestock man 
faced fewer uncertainties if he knew what 
his feed would cost. If feed pric es got out 
of line with livestock, it was believed a re- 
duction in livestock numbers would fol- 
low. It was argued that a surplus of corn 
was easier to store than animals ready for 
slaughter. 


@ R. W. Krogstad raises registered Angus 
and so we are specially pleased to have 
him tell us how much he liked our Octo- 
ber article, “Get Rid of Slow Gainers.” 
He believes the subject very important for 
the welfare of beef farmers and beef con- 
sumers, too. This program of beef test- 
ing meets his full approval. 


@ Wide-row corn reccived extensive test- 
ing this year. Many fine seedings of grass 
made between the corn rows are going 
into the winter in excellent condition. 
Now I learn from friends of the Illinois 
Natural History Survey that the prac- 
tice is a great advantage to wildlife. 
Grass and legumes in the cornfield pro- 
cect game and supply food. This angle of 
the practi e never occurred to our crops 
editor, George Johnson, but he is greatly 
pleased to have assistance from a new 
source. My friend James S. Ayars of the 
Survey has written for Successful Farming 
for many years

Will drouth solve price problems? 


A Department of Agriculture official in Wash- 
ington told us recently, ‘““There’s nothing in the 
present farm ‘surplus’ problem that the drouth 
can’t cure.”’

Some folks say drouths tend to spread and run 
in cycles. It’s been a long time since we've had 
serious, widespread dry weather like we've seen 
the last three or four years in Texas, ranging 
down to the past two years in Missouri, and this 
last summer across the whole southern Cornbelt. 
Consider for a moment the consequences of the 
drouth’s extending 100 miles farther north next 
summer. It could make the corn in C.C.C. bins 
and sealed on farms look mighty good. 

Mind you, we’re not advocating a spread of 
the drouth, just thinking of what it may do. 
New ruling affects support 

Please note the new ruling of U.S.D.A.—that 
if you don’t comply with wheat quotas you will 
lose price support on other crops which come 
under allotments. 

When allotments are proclaimed on corn, you 
can expect a ruling saying that if you overplant 
wheat or corn, you lose supports on both. 


Tackle problem of diverted acres 


Watch for increasing talk of problems caused 


by diverted acres—acres taken out of corn, 
wheat, and cotton by acreage controls. Several 
groups in the U.S.D.A. are quietly wrestling 
with the problem of keeping these acres out of 
crops which will further complicate price-sup- 


port operations.

Washington

Farm price views. Here's a late report 
for you on top-level farm price views in 
Washington. It took political fortitude 
through the fall for President Eisenhower 
to hold the line against those who de- 
manded sensational action to meet the 
problem of falling farm prices. The presi- 
dent didn’t act—because he wanted to 
present a farm plan in a message to Con- 
gress in January. 

The strategy was carefully worked out 
But it was based on a miscalculation. Nei- 
ther Agriculture Secretary Ezra Taft Ben- 
son nor President Eisenhower foresaw that 
the tide of resentment would rise as fast or 
as soon as it did, 

Then, election of a Democrat in a Wis- 
consin congressional district—which had 
always sent a Republican to Congress 
brought home to the administration the 
full extent of objection in the farm areas 

Benson’s plan was to stay in office until 
the new farm plan could be presented to 
Congress. The outlook now, according to 
congressional sources, is for immediate 
action to continue the 90 percent of parity 
guarantees, and deiay the sliding-scale 
plan—which is supposed to go into effect 
in 1955. Benson was for the sliding scale. 


Changed times. Agricultural observers 
noted that one effect of Secretary Benson’s 
recent reorganization of the Department 
of Agriculture was to wipe out a plan de- 
vised by President Eisenhower's brother 
Dr. Milton Eisenhower had set up the 
Production and Marketing Administra- 
tion organization which was, in effect, 
wiped out by the recent reorganization. 

Here’s what's happened in the re- 
organization: The many agencies of the 
Department of Agricuiture were re- 
grouped under four major divisions 
federal-state relations, marketing and 
foreign agriculture, agricultural stabiliza- 
tion, and agricultural credit. 

Former agencies that had been known 
as “administrations” or “corporations” 
were renamed “services.” Thus the old 
Production and Marketing Administra- 
tion becomes, in effect, the ‘Commodity 
Stabilization Service.” 

“Service is the key word,” said Benson. 
“Our whole objective is to make a more 
effective service organization.” 

“We propose to continue and to use the 
community, county, and state farmer 


committees which have administered 
many phases of conservation and price 
supports.”” These committees, according 
to Benson, will still have responsibilities 
in the agricultural-conservation program 
and various commodity programs. 

All this is in line with Secretary Ben- 
son’s emphasis on helping you market 
your crops, in contrast to the former em- 
phasis on production. 


Acreage controls, A good bet is that 
Congress will revise the whole system of 
production restrictions and marketing 
controls. Some experts claim the acreage- 
cutting system doesn’t reduce produc- 
tion. They say you can cut back your 
acreage as much as 15 percent without 
much loss in production 

So, pressure is expected in Congress 
for something far more effective than 
that. The previous administration has 
been criticized for failing to order acreage 
controls in the past when it could have 
done so—and perhaps helped avoid some 
of today’s headaches 

Furthermore, it is pointed out that 
political pressure tends to undermine the 
acrcage-¢ ontrol program, aS was the case 
when the national wheat acreage allot- 
ment was boosted from 55 million to 62 
million acres. The question is this: Isn‘t 
Congress swinging back toward the Neu 
Deal type of farm program—in spite of Sec- 
retary Benson’s continual references to 
freeing farmers from restraints? 

Fact is, it looks as if Benson’s free enter- 
prise ideas and the congressional senti- 
ment for greater controls, and greate1 
benefits for farmers, are completely at 
loggerheads. 


C.C.C, loans. The general money pro- 
lem on « rop loans is « ausing yreat anxiety 
in the Eisenhower administration. They 
may surpass the 4-billion-dollar top hit in 
February, 1950. Another 2.5 billion dol- 
lars may be added by midwinter. If so, 
this would bring the loans right up to the 
top limit of the borrowing power of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, and set 
a new record. This is probably the best 
measure of the distress in agriculture. It 
bothers everybody. Republicans are 
haunted by these huge surpluses under 
loan, fear the general public will never 
understand it. END

SOIL CONSERVATION: 


S.C.8. changes 
attacked 


jp enthieed the recently proposed changes in 
organization of the U.S.D.A., the hottest 
debate has raged around the remodeling 
of the Soil Conservation Service. The 
switches are described as “crippling,” or 
“for the better”’—depending on who you 
talk to. One thing is certain—morale in 
the Soil Conservation Service has been 
severely shaken by a series of rapid organ- 
izational changes topped off by these re- 
cent proposals 

Here are the most important reorgani- 
zation proposals—announced October 13: 
®@ The seven regional offices of the S.C.S, 
are to be eliminated. Most of their func- 
tions (administration and education of 
S.C.S. personnel) supposedly will be as- 
sumed by state offices 
® National and regional staffs of experts 
in agronomy (soils and crops), range 
management, forestry, wildlife, and leg- 
ume and grass nurseries will be eliminat- 
ed. A very few of these men will be placed 
in the state offices, and the remainder will 
have the right to “bump” men from jobs 
further down the line. Many of this latter 
group have worked with farmers with 
special problems. It is proposed to replace 
these services by “‘renting’’ men from the 
state agricultural colleges 
®@ All research conducted in soil conserva- 
tion and related fields will now be done 
by other agencies 
®S.C.S. will no longer check on soil- 
conservation practices paid for under 
A.C.P. and administered by the P.M.A 
®@S.C.S. publicity reportedly is to be han- 
dled by a staff of 10, including secretaries, 
located at Washington 

Most active critic has been the Nation- 
al Association of Soil Conservation Dis- 
tricts. This group says they were snubbed 
when it came to planning these changes. 
Iwo days after announcement of the pro- 
posals, Waters Davis, president of the 
N.A.S.C.D., issued the statement: “The 
world-renowned Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice is to be cleverly and effectively de- 
stroyed as a technical agency.” His organ- 
ization, made up of farmers who serve 
without pay, also did not take kindly to 
this statement by an agriculture depart- 
ment official: ““The changes would make 
the S.C.S. more responsive to the wishes 
of the local people.’ They figured they 


were the local people

_ of Agriculture Benson, how- 
ever, states: “S.C.S. will not be swallowed 
up—just a rumor.”’ Davis and his board 
of directors, still not convinced, immedi- 
ately began drawing up a set of counter- 
proposals.

Reminder for 


freezer owners

One of the biggest problems from inter- 
rupted electric power due to high winds 
and ice storms during the winter months 
is the safety of food in home freezers. 

According to the New York State Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, the average 
home freezer full of food will maintain a 
safe temperature for about 48 hours after 
electricity is cut off, if the door is not 
opened frequently. Dry ice, usually ob- 
tainable from local ice-cream firms, can 
be used to hold low temperatures should 
the electricity be off longer than 48 hours 
To avoid delay in an emergency, locate 
a source of dry ice ahead of time. 

Here are a couple of hints if you’ve not 
handled dry ice before. Use gloves to pre- 
vent burning your hands. Rather than 
putting one piece of ice in your freezer, 
break it in two and place in separate parts 
of the freezer. It will hold the low temper- 
ature longer this way.

Can we support beef, 


milk, and egg prices? 


Seats ranchers and cattle feeders who’ve 
been run through the cattle-price-drop 
mill are asking for government supports 
on beef. Hard-pressed dairymen are eye- 
ing with furrowed brows the March 31, 
1954, death date of the present 90-per- 
cent supports on dairy products—with 
the grain they feed pegged at 90 percent 
of parity. 

Many livestock farmers wonder about 
the possibility of supports on meat, milk, 
and eggs—‘‘perishable” farm products 
which can’t be stored very long. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ezra T. Ben- 
son is on the spot—because President 
Eisenhower promised farmers a support 
program for “‘perishables” at Kasson, 
Minnesota, during his 1952 campaign. 


Here’s the problem. The only plan 
which makes any sense economically is 
politically undesirable to Republicans. 
That’s the so-called Brannan Plan, which 
Allan Kline, president of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, and the G.O.P. 
lambasted in no uncertain terms. 

You’ll remember that, in brief, under 
the Brannan Plan prices of “perishables” 
would be allowed to find their level in 
the market, without government regula- 
tion. Then the government would make 
up the difference, between the average selling 
price and the support price, to the farmer. 

Charles F. Brannan, former secretary 
of agriculture, and others favoring the 
plan pointed out that this would let the 
prices of these products be set by supply 
and demand. The consumer would get 
food for what he was willing to pay; thus 
stimulating production. The farmer would 
get support money directly, Also, this plan 
would eliminate the job of buying, storing, 
and disposing of the nonstorable products. 

Those opposed to the plan cited the 
tremendous cost to the taxpayer of this 
type of support, and worried about how 
the plan could be administered. Mr. 
Kline cited cost estimates ranging from 
6 to 19 billion dollars annually. 


Administration has two choices. (1) 
Keep quiet and hope farmers will forget 
about President Eisenhower’s promise, or 
(2) try to dress up the Brannan Plan, give 
it a “respectable” name, change some 
provisions, and bring it forth as its own. 
If the problem can’t be stalled off, the 
latter solution might work. After all, Mr. 
Brannan didn’t discover “compensatory 
payments”—the payments to make up 
the difference between the market price

and the support price. Such production 
payments were advocated in 1944 by the 
Association of Land Grant Colleges. 

If suitable restrictions were included in 
such a plan—limiting the government’s 
cost liability—it might go through. 


Two big stumbling blocks. When it 
comes to supporting prices of “perish- 
able” farm products we face: first, an 
enormous dollar cost; and second, if the 
products are taken over under support pro- 
grams they’re difficult to store, transport, 
and dispose of without spoilage. 

As for costs, Department of Agriculture 
records show that the bill for supporting 
the few “perishables” it has supported 
over the past 20 years has totaled about 
$1,600,000,000. 

1. About $800,000,000 of that total 
came from Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion funds. Of that amount, $478,000,000 
went for potatoes, $190,000,000 for eggs, 
and $132,000,000 for dairy products. 

2. The other $800,000,000 was spent 
under Section 32, of Public Law 320, 
Seventy-fourth Congress, which makes 
30 percent of annual customs receipts 
available for “surplus removal.” Includ- 
ed in the long-time Section 32 total 
spending is $247,000,000 for fruits, 
$184,000,000 for vegetables, $147,000,000 
for poultry and eggs, and $143,000,000 
for dairy products. 

The government largely donates its 
“perishables” to school lunch prograims, 
charitable institutions, public and private 
welfare agencies, and emergency relief 
organizations and similar groups. 


Probable outcome. Although 75 per- 
cent of total cash farm receipts come from 
“perishables” and only 25 percent from 
storables, most of the funds for support 
are now used on storables. 

In theory, supports on grain help sup- 
port “nonstorables” to some extent. For 
instance, if beef prices fall, fewer farmers 
feed supported grain to beef. This reduces 
beef supplies, and beef prices come up. 

Effective support for “perishables”’ will 
always entail a big outlay of government 
money—and that is why support for them 
probably will continue on a relatively 
small scale. 

Section 32 funds will continue to be 
used in meeting special situations. 

But producers of storables, not “perish- 
ables,” will keep on being the fair-headed 
boys when price-support money is being 
passed out. END 
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Virgil Mowry, Clinten Co., lowe, seys: “We've 
fed MoorMan’s $ years and have worked out a 
system of management and feeding that gives us 
by far the most profitable hog program we've 
ever followed.

| want to speak to you as farmers. I also 
want to speak through you to nonfarmers. 
We need to point out how every citizen and 
every consumer is directly interested in the 
well-being and prosperity of farmers. 

The farm problem—if we call it that for 
want of a betier word— is one of the most 
important issues confronting the country 
today. And I fear it’s one of the least un- 
derstood. Now is the time to correct some 
of the mistaken ideas about farming. 


Farmers getting rich? One of these ideas 
is that farmers are all getting rich. Allied with 
that, is the idea that for some reason if is 
wicked for a farmer to make money. The an- 
swer to those who think farmers are unusu- 
ally prosperous is given by the cold figures 
compiled by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics. 

Those figures show that for 1952, the 
average income of persons living on farms 
was $924. For the same period the per 
capita income of the non-farm population 
was $1,827 from all sources—or practical- 
ly twice as much. 


Food prices too high? Another mistak- 
en idea is that farm prices and food prices 
are high when compared to other prices. 
Let’s divide that into two parts. 

Farm prices are now 92 percent of pari- 
ty~which means 92 percent of a fair price. 
If 92 percent of a fair price is too much, 
then the farmer is guilty. 

But your consumers are interested in 
food prices. First, | want to point out that 
the farmer’s share of the consumer's food 
dollar is steadily going down. In 1946 it 
was 53 cents—-today it is 44 cents. The 
farmer is getting less and less—and the 
middlemen more and more—-of the con- 
sumer’s food dollar. 

Even so, take the figures for every year 
from 1914 to date and you will find that 
there has never been a time in prosperity or de- 
presston—that an hour's factory labor would 
have bought as much food as today. 

In 1914—which was supposed to be 
back in the “good old days’’--one hour's 
factory labor would purchase 39 pounds 
of bread. Today an hour’s factory labor will 
purchase 10.7 pounds or 3 times as much. 
Today an hour’s factory labor will buy 
2.2 pounds of butter. In 1914 it would 
have bought .6 of one pound. And so on. 
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Is U.S.D.A. costing more? You've 
been told that the appropriations for the 
Department of Agriculture have been in- 
creasing. Let's nail that one. As a matter 
of fact, the Department of Agriculture is 
the only important agency of the federal 
government whose appropriations and 
personnel have decreased since 1940. 

The regular appropriations for the de- 
partment for the fiscal year 1953 are 33 
percent below those of the fiscal year 1940, 
That compares with increases in appropri- 
ations for other federal departments rang- 
ing all the way from 54 percent for the 
agencies covered by the Independent Of- 
fices Appropriation Bill to 1,370 percent 
in the Department of Commerce. 


What about farm subsidies? Your 
customers are told that agriculture is be- 
ing subsidized in vast amounts by the fed- 
eral government. Best and tatest figures 
on that subject are found in the federal 
budget. Here are the 1952 figures: 
Total Agricultural Aids 
and Special Services. . .$ 463,000,000 
Total Business Aids and 
Special Services 
Total Labor Aids and 
Special Services $ 200,000,000 
So whatever may be said about sub- 
sidies in the federal budget, it must be ad- 
mitted that agriculture is not alone. 


$1,041 ,000,000 


Why have surpluses? Back in the days 
when most of us were farmers, the house- 
wife—whether she lived in the city or 
country—had a cellar full of food. Today 
it is entirely different. It is said that in New 
York City there is never enough food to 
last its people a week—if incoming sup- 
plies were entirely cut off. 

I say this to point out that it is necessary 
in these times that we have large reserves of 
food. Yet these reserves—so essential to our 
safety—are frequently called “surpluses.” 
And under our marketing system, unman- 
aged surpluses, no matter how badly need- 
ed, mean low—and in many cases ruinous 

prices for farmers. And low farm prices 
contribute to bringing on a depression in 
the whole economy. 

The kernel of our farm problem is how 
can we assure the American people the abundant 


food supplies which they need for safety without

of seeing how much you can keep for your- 
self and how much you have to give to Uncle 
Sam. One point to remember—you get no 
stars on your chart for paying too much income 
tax. (Nor is it smart to pay too (ttle!) 

The income-tax law is so complicated you 
may miss some opportunities to save money. 
As an attorney formerly in the Office of Chief 
Counsel, Internal Revenue Service, and now 
helping Lowa and Nebraska farmers with tax 
problems, I have found many ways to save 
taxes. Here are some you won't find on the tax 
instruction sheet. Many you can use this year 
—others you'll want to use in planning next 
year’s saving. 


Buy deductible items before December 31 


Buying feed, seed, fertilizer, and supplies, 
making repairs, and painting buildings before 
the end of the year will increase your expenses, 
decrease your tax. 

Keep these points in mind: If you are on the 
cash basis, you must pay for these items before 
the end of the year—although you can take de- 
livery later. If you don’t have the cash, you can 
borrow money—and deduct the interest pay- 
ments when they're made, as expenses. 

If you’re on the accrual—or inventory—basis, 
you don’t have to pay for them before the end 
of the year. But you should take delivery before 
December 31. 


Pay son up to £599, deduct wages as farm 
expense, and still claim 8600 deduction 


Another legal way to reduce your tax is to 
pay wages to your son, daughter, or older rela- 
tives you claim as dependents. You can pay 
them up to $599, deduct the wages as a farm 
expense, and still claim a $600 deduction on them 
as dependents. 

Keep three things in mind: (1) Pay wages 
in line with the work they do for you; (2) make 
sure a couple of your neighbors see the depend- 


ent working for you—so you can use them for

witnesses if a revenue agent questions the ar- 


rangement; and (3) it is safer to keep the wages 
below the $599 maximum— because getting too 
close to that figure invites questions by revenue 
service agents, and because you have to prove 
that you furnished more than half of the depen- 


dent’s support. 


Depreciate grain storage in 5 years 


For the first time this year you can depreciate 
grain bins and corncribs at the rate of 20 per- 
cent a year. The usual rate is 4 to 10 percent a 
year 

This new law affects grain storage built after 
December 31, 1952, and before December 31, 
1956. You can start your write-off beginning 
the month after you finish the buildings or be- 
ginning the following year. 

The fast write-off law also applies to the cost 
of remodeling a building—cither to increase its 
storage Capacity or to convert it to a crib or bin 


Deduct dues and subscription costs 


You can deduct cost of your subscription to 
Successful Farming and other farm publications 
you use in your business. You also can deduct 
dues to your farm organization, and cost of 
farm management services and reports. 


You can even deduct cost of help in 
figuring your income tax for 1952 

You can even deduct the amount you pay a 
lawyer or accountant for helping you figure 
your income tax. Expenses of preparing Form 
1040 are deductible only on page 3 of that 
form. Tax, legal, and accounting services in 
connection with operating your farm and pre- 
paring the Farm Schedule (Form 1040F) ar« 
deductible on page 3 of the Farm Schedule

winter hog-feed bill 


By Dick Hanson 


M... good hog raisers are convinced it pays to raise 
spring pigs on pasture—for two reasons: the pigs gain 
better, and pasture cuts the feed bill. But what about 
fall pigs, sows, and gilts fed through the winter when 
pastures are under a foot of snow? Can you get winter 
hog “pasture” from hay and silage? 

There’s no longer any doubt that you can, 

Feeding tests by colleges—and the experiences of 
farmers—make winter roughage feeding to hogs a sure 
bet for lower feed bills and healthier pigs. 

Here’s a roundup of information from colleges and 
farmers on how, when, and why you should feed hay or 
silage to your hogs this winter: 

@ Although hogs don’t have stomachs built to handle 
large quantities of roughages, they can make use of more 
than we thought possible a few years ago. Prof. R. H. 
Grummer, University of Wisconsin, has completed tests 
which show that growing hogs can make good use of as 
much as /5 percent sun-cured alfalfa in dry-lot rations. 

@ In an Illinois experiment, grass-legume silage was 
fed to bred sows. The grass-legume silage replaced 42 






percent of the daily mixed ration fed to the sows. Feeding 
this amount of silage increased weight gains by 25 per- 
cent and resulted in a feed-cost saving of $3.60 per 100 
pounds gain, 

@ From Minnesota, Prof. W. E. Rempel reports, ““We 
have fed grass silage to all our breeding gilts and sows 
for several winters. We start feeding silage around 
November 1 and feed it until we have some green grass 
in the spring. The silage we have used is mainly an 
alfalfa-brome mixture put up without preservative; 
either long or cut. 

“We feed this silage in flat-bottomed troughs about 
2 feet wide. To start the pigs on this feed, we put the 
silage in the troughs first and then spread the grain ration 
over it. After a week or two the pigs will take the silage 
even if there is no grain on it. 

“The amount of silage will vary with such factors as 
the age of the pig—sows will take more than gilts 
severity of weather, and so on. We have successfully fed 
8 to 10 pounds of silage per day to gilts from about 140 days of 
age to about 3 weeks before farrowing. | Turn to page 68

| ae briefly, are facts you'll want on six new crop vari- 
eties shown on these pages. Besides yielding higher, most of 
them resist major diseases. As acreages of any variety build 
up, diseases build up, too—and we look to the plant breed- 
er for new varieties. Here are the plant breeders’ answers 
Branch oats was a sleeper— its worth appeared at the 
Branch Stations of the Wisconsin Agricultural Experiment 
Station. Hence its name. 

Pranch has consistently outyielded Clinton by 10 bushels 
per acre, in Wisconsin tests. It is best adapted to medium- 
fertile soils, as its straw is weaker than Clinton’s. Branch 
ripens a few days later than Clinton, and doesn’t shatter 
easily. 


There will be plenty of Branch seed for ’54 sowing. 


Clark soybean, in four years of testing, has outyielded 
Adams by 5 bushels per acre, Lincoln by 4, Chief by 8, and 
Wabash by 7. Clark is about the same height as each of 
these varieties except Chief, and matures about the same as 
Chief, but is one week later than Lincoln. It has good re- 
sistance to frogeye leaf-spot disease. 

Clark is adapted to the southern part of the heavy bean- 
growing region. Certified growers can get seed in 1954, 
everyone in 1955. 


Clintafe oats have outyiclded Clinton 8 bushels an acre 
for four years in lowa. Strongest point for Clintafe is its 
resistance to race 45 crown rust, the rust that has slashed 
oats yields in recent years. 

Clintafe is taller and later than Clinton, but stands well. 
It is resistant to Helminthosporium blight and has toler- 
ance to Septoria black stem. It’s best adapted north of the 
Lincoln Highway (U.S. 30). Plenty of Clintafe seed is avail- 
able for 1954. 
Vernal alfalfa seems to have much promise — it’s a high- 
quality, high-yielding new variety that withstands winter 
better than Grimm, Cossack, or Ranger. Vernal will be just 
the answer for the farmer who wants to leave his alfalfa 
down longer than two years. It is very resistant to bacterial 
wilt disease which knocks out susceptible alfalfa stands in 
three years or less, 

At Wisconsin, a stand of Vernal in its fourth cutting year 
yielded 3.4 tons of dry hay per acre compared to Ranger's 
2.5 tons. Seed will not be available in quantity until 1956.

Piper sudan grass scores heavily on two points. It's much 
lower in prussic acid than older varieties and it resists the 
two diseases, leaf blight and anthracnose, which knock out 
most other varicties about midseason. 

Piper has slightly outyiclded other varieties in Wisconsin. 
It is adapted to all areas except the Southeast. Cattle like 
it, and plenty of seed will be available in 1954. 


Erect-growing birdsfoot trefoils like Viking (Cornell), 
Cascade, and Granger (West Coast) are piling up good hay 
yields. In Iowa, all yielded over 3.2 tons per year in two 
years of tests. 

Michigan State College will recommend Viking in 1954. 
Indiana has found the erect-growing trefoils establish well 
and yield high for hay. However, like other states, Indiana 
will test these varieties further for their grazing value. ‘They 
look promising for grazing, too. 

There are no differences in insect or disease resistances 
among the upright or prostrate-growing trefoils.

To find the uppermost thoughts of other 
farmers 
asked folks the question: “‘What would you do 
first if you were named to replace Ezra Benson 
as secretary of agriculture?” 

We don’t claim this is a scientific poll 
simply talked to people at random. We want- 
ed to find out what they think are the most 
important jobs to be done today. 

(We'll be interested to know if you agree. 
Write us a letter—we'll print as many as we 
can in a coming issue.) 

Bill Lucas of Eldorado, Kansas, a cattle 
feeder in the Flint Hills area, said, “I'd put 
a floor under these cattle prices; everything 
else gets subsidies.” We talked to Lucas at 
the Chicago stockyards—he had just sold 54 
head of cattle, losing about $70 to $80 a head 
on them. 

Robert Naefke of Ellendale, Minnesota, 
said, ‘‘Benson doesn’t have a mind of his own. 
I didn’t believe in the Brannan plan, but 
Brannan had nerve enough to have a plan, 
and stand behind it.”’ 

“I don’t believe that America has any place 
for acreage allotments while so many people are 
starving in the world. Mr. Benson is a Chris- 
tian man, and we’re a Christian nation—for 
those reasons I don’t see how we can justify 
such a stand,”’ Naefke said. 

A. L. Podva, of near Danville in Contra 
Costa County, California, said, “‘I’d do some- 
thing about the beef cattle situation. The beef 
man is having a depression. If other prices are 
supported, beef ought to be also.”” He thought 
lower interest rates and longer-term credit 
would help. 

William B. Sayre, a young farmer of near 
Ackworth, Iowa, said, “First thing I'd do is 


in all sections of the country—we 


we 


pledge to the farmer that I'd maintain parity 
of income. And second, I'd ask Congress for 
legislation that would make this possible.” 

Bill thinks a plan could be worked out to 
announce goals and prices a year ahead—so 
farmers could plan accordingly. These for- 
ward prices would be determined by a group 
of farmers, with advice from farm economists 
and other leaders. If we got a surplus of one 
crop, the support price for that crop could be 
lowered for one year. If that didn’t cut pro- 
duction, then the support could be raised to 90 
percent of parity, and allotments or quotas 
put on to cut production. 

H. T. Cline, of Dover in Kingfisher County, 
Oklahoma, said, “If I supported one product, 
I'd support all of them. Wheat farmers need a 
support. If it weren't for support, wheat prices 
would be a dollar a bushel.” 

“I think there are a lot of possibilities in de- 
velopment of foreign trade,” said George 
Neff of Elkhart County, Indiana. “If we ex- 
pect to sell our surplus crops across the pond, 
we will have to accept imports.” 

Mike Kennedy, of Seneca in LaSalle Coun- 
ty, Illinois, said, “I'd do something about get- 
ting rid of these surpluses —although I don’t 
know just how.” 

Jack Himschoot, of Brooklyn, Iowa, said it 
seems needless to let surpluses pile up when so 
many people in this country and in other 
countries need the food. 

Like lots of other farmers we talked to, Rich- 
ard Back, of Blair in Trempealeau County, 
Wisconsin, said, “I don’t know. I don’t sup- 
pose we could do any better if we were in 
there.” Then, he added, “Our prices have 
fallen, but machinery and what we buy is 
right up there. He (the secretary) should 
either put our prices up, or cut the machinery 
price, so we would get a fair shake out of it.” 

Erich Oectting of Concordia in Lafayette 
County, Missouri, told us, “I’d put every 
phase of the department in the farm-manage-

Ronald Boughton, of Eaton County, Mich- 

igan, who farms 80 acres near Grand Ledge, 
said, “I’d try to talk with President Eisen- 
hower and find out just where he stands in re- 
gard to these falling farm prices—and what 
steps or recommendations he’s going to make 
to Congress to bring about his campaign 
promises.” 

H. C. Smith has just moved to a 50-acre 
farm in Noble County, Oklahoma. He said, 
"Ll would try to get people back to the land. 
How? I'd help individuals buy land, but limit 
the amount of land they could own by ex- 
cessive taxation on land over a certain amount. 
The way it now stands, the average small 
farmer is having to compete on markets with 
men who farm half a county,” Smith said. 

Ronald Stiewe, a Carver County, Minne- 
sota, dairyman, would “take off controls and 
let prices go. I would establish a free market. 
Government is getting too big.” 

Jedd Osborn, of Augusta, Wisconsin, lives 
on a 20-acre place now, after a lifetime of 
milking cows. He told us, “Some folks com- 
plain about the high taxes. But if we’ve got 
some money we can pay taxes. I think we’ve 
got to keep supports on dairy products. If 
they’re taken off, the bottom will go right out 
of the dairy industry.” 

An Oklahoma turkey farmer, Virgle Laird, 
of Payne County, said, “I would either remove 
all controls now in effect or put controls on 
everything that comes from the farm. The way 
it now stands, I have to buy feed for my birds 
at parity prices and turn around and sell the 
birds on a competitive market.” 

Miles B. Boler of Winnebago, Minnesota, 
said, ““The sooner we can get away from con- 
trols, the better off we'll be. Our big problem 
is to find out how to work for ourselves. The 
wheat farmers voted for their pocketbooks. 
That shows how much brains some farmers 
have.” 

Grant Zindars, who farms 160 acres in 
Champaign County, Illinois, says, “If our ag- 
riculture department doesn’t do something 
soon they might as well pack their grips. For 
the life of me, I don’t know what wheat allot- 
ments accomplished this year. Farmers who 
have never raised a stalk of wheat before say 
they are going to raise 15 acres next year.”’ 

“IT would ask for legislation that would 
place a support price of at least 25 cents a 
pound under prime fat cattle,” said Rex 
Briggs, of Seward, Nebraska. “‘This would 
bring confidence back to the cattle industry.” 

Earl Foster, of Lansing, Michigan, said, 
“The first thing I'd do is to look into the 
reasons why food prices in grocery stores 
haven't come down. Cull dairy cows are sell- 
ing at 5 to 10 cents a pound, but there isn’t 
much meat on sale for less than 50 cents a 
pound.”

“First thing I'd do is try to stabilize the price 
between what the farmer gets and what labor 
gets,” says Walter Scheider, of Marshfield,

mains high, the present price of beef is too low 
or the support price of corn is too high.” 

When the question was put to Raymond C. 
Young, of Tippecanoe County in Indiana, he 
thought a while, then said, “First thing I be- 
lieve I'd do would be to try to sell Congress 
on the idea of a stabilized agriculture.” 

“I'd resign,” said Merle Johnson, of near 
Aledo, in Mercer County, Illinois. He has- 
tened to add, “Most of us don’t have the ex- 
perience to say what should be done.”’ He add- 
ed that the secretary should help farmers work 
together to solve our mutual problems. 

Paul V. Klein of near Seymour, Illinois, 
said, “I can’t see the present system of price 
supports, because it tends to keep too many 
marginal farmers in business who should be 
doing something else.”’ 

**I don’t know exactly what I'd do if I were 
secretary of agriculture, but I am in favor of 
getting the government out of farming. It is 
costing too much in taxes, and I don’t like the 
threat of government surpluses.” 

W. F. Darby, of Perkins in Payne County, 
Oklahoma, said, “1 don’t know that I'd make 
any changes. Things seem to be better now 
than in the past.” 

Henry Schut, of Silver Creek in Wright 
County, Minnesota, said, “‘I would try to ex- 
pand the foreign market, even by barter. I 
would try to find out what could be exchanged 
and would study the foreign trade situation 
very closely. I would explore the possibilities 
of a two-price system.” 

Ralph Gust, a dairyman of Verona, Wis- 
consin, said, “That butter surplus makes you 
laugh if you can believe what you read. The 
government has butter running out its cars, 
yet I hear they’re buying oleo to feed soldiers 
because it’s cheaper.” 

J. N. Aspelund, of Brown County, Minne- 
sota, wouldn't take any drastic action now 
would slide along watching rather than 
changing.

; 
Babyenicks: Buy chicks with high production 
bred into them. New strains are on the market 
(both purebreds and hybrids) of known quality 
and laying potential. Then, feed the chicks right. 
Fast-started chicks will respond to a good feeding 
program throughout their growing period. 

A rapidly growing chick doubles its weight 
several times before it is 8 weeks old. There is a 
heavy demand for protein, water, minerals, and 
vitamins. The chicks’ ration should contain about 
20- to 21-percent high-quality protein. 


Pullets: Good feeding is especially important 
during the last 4 or 5 weeks before the pullet starts 
laying. She must build up a reserve of body fat and 
minerals. The growing ration should contain 18 
percent of high-quality protein. 

Restricted feeding during the summer, if puilets 
are on range and have access to an abundance of 
fresh green forage, works out well—provided it is 
followed by liberal feeding during the last 4 or 5 
weeks before egg production starts. Cull closely 
when housing pullets to weed out non-layers. 


Laying hens: Here’s where a good feeding job 
pays off. For no matter how much production is 
bred into layers, or how well they have been fed 
up to now, they won’t make you a cent unless fed 
right. It takes almost as much feed to carry a 
loafer as it does to feed a hen in full production. 
Don’t settle for 50- or 60-percent production 
you'll just about break even on that. Shoot for 75- 
percent production or more. Your net income will 
go up in a hurry. Many times all it takes is a little 
more—or a little better—feed. 





i egg production doesn’t “just happen.”’ Well-bred stock, 
good management, proper housing—they’re all important in 
getting good layers in your laying house. But the real payoff 
comes when the hens start laying. Then, the key to top egg 
production is proper feeding. 

Right now, there’s a double nutritional strain on your lay- 
ing flock. They’re finishing up their growing period, and mov- 
ing toward full egg production. The feed used for egg produc- 
tion is in addition to that needed for growth, maintenance and 
body activity. The hen takes care of her own needs first-—then 
lays eggs. 

With today’s good laying flocks in the 200-egg range—a few 
topping the 300 mark—a feed balanced to supply every nutri- 
tional need is more important then ever. Competitive feed 
prices must be considered when building a low-cost ration. 


High producers are efficient producers: Feed efficiency 
and high egg production go hand in hand. On the average, it 
takes about 65 pounds a year of feed to keep a hen going 
whether she is laying or not. A hen laying 105 eggs per year 
needs about 15 pounds of feed in addition to the 65 pounds. If 
she is producing 210 eggs per year, she needs an extra 30 
pounds.

maturity; and your family auto (accord- 
ing to the percentage of mileage used for 
business. See auto pointers later in this 
report). 

If you have questions on how big a de- 
preciation deduction you can take, write 
for Bulletin F—which you can get for 30 
cents from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, United States Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington 25, D.C. It lists 
the “probable” useful lives for various 
types of new buildings and machinery, 
and mature livestock. You can vary these 
lives according to your use, maintenance, 
and trade-in policies—because this bulle- 
tin doesn’t stress savings for you. 

On depreciation, remember that used 
items naturally won’t last as long. So you 
can divide the cost by fewer years to get 
your depreciation deduction. 

If, in past years, you have overlooked 
some items for depreciation, you can start 
listing them this year. However, you have 
lost the depreciation deduction of past 
years—unless you wish to file returns and 
claim refunds. 

If you inherited property, you should 
revalue it and start depreciating it at its 
fair market value at the time of death of 
the owner—even though he had depreci- 
ated his buildings and machinery down to 
almost zero. This is a frequently missed 
deduction. 


You can deduct three kinds of losses 


1. Farm operating losses. If you lost money 
on your farm this year, you can carry the 
loss back to last year and get an adjust- 
ment on taxes you paid for 1952. 

There are some limitations to this and 
you should check with your lawyer or ac- 
countant. If you have a refund due, you 
can get it by filing a regular claim on 
Form 843—or an application for quick 
allowance on Form 1045. 

After offsetting this year’s loss against 
last year’s income, any unused loss can be 
subtracted from your income during the 
next 5 years 

2. Property losses. You can deduct losses 
to your property from drouth, fire, light- 
ning, hail, flood, disease, collision, freez- 
ing, and wind 

Here are limitations: (1) Losses to grow- 
ing or unharvested crops are not deducti- 
ble—since the tax law considers these to 
be mere losses of anticipated profits. If your 
crop insurance company pays off on a 
loss, this payment must be reported as in- 
come, (2) On losses of property other than 
crops, you must first subtract money you 
got from the insurance company or dam- 
ages you collect from the person responsi- 
ble for the loss—as in the case of the other 
driver in an auto accident. (3) If the prop- 
erty is completely destroyed, you cannot 
deduct more than your cost, less deprecia- 
tion. If it is only partly destroyed, then 
you can deduct only that proportion of 
your cost. 

3. Capital losses. If you sell your farm at 
a loss, you can use this loss to offset capital

gains—and up to $1,000 of regular income 
each year. 


Don’t forget auto upkeep 


Add the cost of gas, oil, insurance, re- 
pairs, lubrication, license, and deprecia- 
tion. That gives you total cost of operating 
your car. Your deduction is the percent- 
age of this figure that the car is used in 
your farm business. 

For instance, if 75 percent of your mile- 
age goes for business, deduct 75 percent of 
the total. 


Basiness trips 

You can deduct travel expenses to dis- 
tant cities on business or to farm conven- 
tions. If you combine a pleasure trip with 
a business trip, deduct a reasonable por- 
tion for business. 


Board and reom fer hired help 

Keep a record of your actual out-of- 
pocket cost and deduct it under the head- 
ing of “labor.” 


Office expenses 


If you have a room in your home de- 
voted mainly to farm records and han- 
dling farm business transactions, you can 
deduct a reasonable cost for heat, light, and 
house depreciation. This must be figured 
on the percentage chargeable to that room, 

Don’t forget to deduct cost of office 
supplies. 


Processing room 


If you use the basement or a room in 
your home for storing and cleaning eggs, 
for holding apples, or processing other 
farm products, you can deduct a reason- 
able part of the heat, light, and deprecia- 
tion that you figure is chargeable to this 
room, 


Read graveling expense 


If you add gravel to your lane or the 
road, as a maintenance job, deduct the 
part of the cost which represents your 
business use of the road. 


Capital gains on livestock sales 

See your January, 1953, issue of Success- 
ful Farming (page 29) for details. Briefly, 
this law provides that profit from sale of 
draft, breeding, or dairy animals held for 
12 months or more can be treated as capi- 
tal gains—so you pay tax on only one-half 
of the profit. 

One typical way cash-basis farmers are 
taking advantage of this law is to raise 
their own gilts, let them farrow one litter, 
then sell them. ‘These farmers pay tax on 
only one-half of the selling price. It’s a 
good deal because they’ ve already charged 
off all costs of raising them as expenses. 


Land-terracing expense 


If you paid money to have your farm 
terraced in order to check erosion and loss 
of topsoil, the Tax Court of the United 
States has just ruled you can deduct the 
expense. The test is whether you are con- 
serving and maintaining your farm land, 
rather than building up its productivity

How can we get rid of 
thin-shelled eggs? 


Don’t blame thin-shelled eggs on nutri- 
tion or heat—at least not entirely. While 
many flocks produce more thin-shelled 
eggs during summer months, other flocks 
produce them throughout the year. This 
puts the spotlight on the strain of chickens 

Eggs from 33 different strains in New 
York’s Random Sample Egg Test were 
sorted into 3 shell-quality grades—good, 
medium, and poor. Hens from all strains 
were fed the same. 

The best pen in last year’s test showed 
92 percent good shells in December, 100 
percent good shells in March, and 96 
percent good shells in June. In contrast, 
the poorest pen graded 68 percent good 
in December, 60 percent good in March, 
and 64 percent good in June. While these 
strains remained fairly constant in shell 
quality, other strains did not maintain 
good shell quality throughout the year 
One strain showed 96 percent good shells 
in December, but dropped to 56 percent 
good shells in June. 

Nutrition can cause poor shells, but 
is probably not the cause in most in- 
stances. Bronchitis or Newcastle disease 
also can seriously affect shell quality.

Grass silage alone not 
best beef-fattening ration 


You’ve got to balance a grass-silage 
ration with corn-and-cob meal to get best 
results, says Earle Klosterman, Ohio Ex- 
periment Station. Cattle make good gains 
on grass silage alone for the first few 
weeks, then drop off rapidly. 

Meadow-crop silage fed alone is not a 
satisfactory ration for fattening beef cattle. 
But when supplemented with a carbohy- 
drate, grass silage offers the cheapest way 
to put on weight. 

In 3-year tests at the Ohio Experiment 
Station, various combinations of grass si- 
lage, corn silage, and corn-and-cob meal 
were used during 4-month feeding peri- 
ods. Here’s how they compared in cost for 
100 pounds of gain: 

1. Half grass silage, and half corn-and- 
cob meal fed in combination for the en- 
tire feeding period cost $18.63. 

2. Half corn silage, and half corn-and- 
cob meal cost $19.07. 

3. All grass silage with half grass silage 
and half corn-and-cob meal being fed in 
combination the last 2 months of the 
feeding period, $20.27. 

4. All corn-and-cob meal, $23.43. 

Daily rate of gain with No. 1 ration was 
2.01 pounds. No. 2 ration gave 2.33 
pounds daily gain. No. 3 returned 1.89 
pounds, and No. 4 gave 2.25 pounds gain. 


Best beef gains by varying 
concentrate, roughage 


Varying the proportion of concentrates 
to roughages at intervals throughout the 
feeding period may put more economical 
gains on fattening steers. 

In tests at the Colorado Experiment 
Station, four lots of cattle were fed differ- 
ent concentrate-roughage ratios which re- 
mained the same throughout the feeding 
period. The rations were: 1:2, 1:1, 2:1, 
and 3:1. 

A fifth lot of steers received feed in 
which the concentrates-roughage ratio 
was varied at 4-week intervals during the 
feeding period. They were started on a 1:2 
ratio, changed to 1:1 at the end of 4 
wecks, then to a 2:1, and finally a 3:1. 

Cheapest gains were made by steers on 
the varying ratio of concentrate to rough- 
age. These steers also produced the high- 
est yielding carcasses, grading choice. 

Steers fed the 3:1 ratio throughout the 
entire feeding period made the highest 
daily gains—also the most expensive 
Steers on a 1:2 ratio produced the lowest 
gains at next to the highest cost in the ex- 
periment. 

The feeding period varied from 192 to 
213 days, being longest on the 1:2 ratio.

These gilts received 5 pounds of 10- to 12- 
percent protein grain ration each with 
their silage. There were 62 gilts in this 
group, aad they farrowed in May with an 
average of 9.7 pigs per litter born alive.” 

@ In another Minnesota test, one-half 
of a number of bred gilts were fed a ra- 
tion containing 45 percent ground alfalfa 
hay. These gilts produced pigs that aver- 
aged nearly 3 pounds at birth. The results 
were as good on the high alfalfa ration as 
those on a ration that contained 20 per- 
cent more grain and less alfalfa. 

@ You can use roughage to prevent 
sows from getting too fat during gesta- 
tion. There seems to be a fear among 
some hog growers and feedmen that a 
level of 30 percent ground alfalfa is too 
much for a sow to handle. This belief 
doesn’t hold water. Mature hogs have a 
good capacity for roughage and in many 
herds more than one-third alfalfa by weight 
1s re quired to prevent overfat sows. 

@ Roughages can be used to reduce the 
palatability of some of the more tasty pro- 
tein feeds. This naturally results in lower 
feed costs for you. A Wisconsin experi- 
showed that hogs selected 88 
pounds of soybean oil meal for every 100 
pounds gain when the oil meal was fed 
alone as a free-choice protein supplement. 

The over-all protein level for the entire

feeding period was over 15 percent, con- 
siderably above the required amount and need- 
lessly costly. 

By adding ground alfalfa to the soybean 
oil meal at the rate of 1 to 3, the protein 
consumption was decreased to a normal 
level—and both the rate and economy 
of gain were affected favorably. 

@ There is a good indication that you

Post-card wastebasket. Base is card- 
board wastebasket. Split cards through 
thickness with razor blade (to cut bulk) 
Coat underside with paste and arrange 
on basket in overlapping design. Shellac 


Ribbon baby blanket. Cut a flanne! 
liner to desired blanket size. To figure 
amount of 1” ribbon required, multiply 
liner length by width and double. Add 
two extra lengths and widths for binding 
Cut ribbon into strips for weaving. Our 
blanket is 18x24”, so we cut 18 strips 
24” long for the lengths (cut two extra 
for binding). Cut 24 strips 18” long for 
widths (cut two extra for binding). 
Anchor lengths side by side along 
width of liner. Baste at top and bottom. 
Weave widths across and secure. Cover 
edge with remaining strips; stitch in 
place. Add satin back and bows. 


Hairbow frame. Make it from simple 
frame (ours was unfinished, rubbed with 
white paint, and decorated). Mat is any 
textured fabric mounted on cardboard.

Ears don’t fill out? 
Here are reasons why 


Sometimes a big part of the corn yield 
you expected just doesn’t develop—the 
ears don’t fill out. Corn at the butt is fine, 
but near the tip kernels taper off to noth- 
ing but cob (as shown below). 

Why? Here are some reasons suggested 
by agronomisis. They tell us the ear is 
first pollinated from near the butt, then 
pollination moves toward the tip. After 
pollination, corn kernels fill from butt to 
tip, too. 

Anything that happens to the plant’s 
make-up either at the end of pollination or 
right after pollination, then, effects how 
far the ear will fill 

Near the end of pollination, extreme 
heat will damage pollen, and kernels near 
the ear tip never appear. In rare cases, 
aphids attacking the tassel near the end of 
pollination may hurt the ear fill.

After pollination, but before kernels 
have filled, drouth may hurt or kill the 
plant. Then, not enough water or food 
reaches the ear to fill tip kernels. 

Or, without enough potash, the plant 
couldn’t move enough food to the ear to 
fill out the tip kernels. Besides potash, 
nitrogen, or phosphorus (and even trace 
mineral) deficiencies cause firing and a 
general slowing down of the plant late in 
the season. Then, too, kernels at the ear 


tip don’t fill. 


Chemical rust control 
possible on wheat 


For the second year, chemicals appear 
to have controlled stem rust on durum 
and bread wheats in North Dakota tests. 

Dr. W. E. Brentzel, North Dakota 
Agricultural College plant disease special- 
ist, tried Manzate, Parzate, and calcium 
sulfamate on wheat for the second season 
in a row. He found that all of these in- 
creased yield and prevented lodging. 

However, Doctor Brentzel is not mak- 
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Crops 


ing any definite recommendations. It is 
not certain if chemical control is eco- 
nomical every time, and more tests are 
needed to find the best method of appli- 
cation. Too, calcium sulfamate has 
caused a chemical blight to wheat heads. 

New wheat varieties, resistant to rusts, 
are being developed. But it will be a few 
years before these are available to farmers. 


Cut weed chemical costs 
by band spraying 


Here’s a way to get around the high 
cost of applying pre-emergence IPC and 
3-chloro IPC to control weedy grasses. 
Spray a band 8 to 10 inches wide right 
over the row. Forget the middle of the 
rows—you can cultivate that area. 

In California, this system controlled 
weedy grasses in alfalfa, Ladino and red 
clovers, and trefoil—when they were seed- 
ed in rows. The same principle can be ap- 
plied to controlling weedy grasses in soy- 
beans planted in rows. 

By applying pre-emergence sprays in 
bands, you can cut the cost and amount 
of material needed by about two-thirds. 


High-test weight, yield 
with new Concho wheat 


A new hard winter wheat developed at 
the Oklahoma Agricultural Experiment 
Station will be generally available in 
1955. Some farmers will get seed under 
contract in 1954. 

Concho has outyielded Pawnee by 5.5 
bushels an acre, Comanche by 3.8, 
Triumph by 6.5, and Westar by 3 bushels 
per acre in three years of tests. Test 
weight of Concho has also been from 1.1 
to 1.7 pounds higher per bushel than of 
these varieties. 

The new wheat has more resistance to 
bunt and leaf rust than Ponca wheat. The 
variety is medium early and medium tall, 
and has a moderately stiff straw.

The scientists’ new “rumen seeding” 
may be the real inside story which 
feeders have been looking for 


Research scientists are now “‘seeding”’ 
the paunch, or rumen, of cattle, calves 
and lambs with millions of extra bac- 
teria. They are boosting the paunch 
population with new microscopic ‘‘bugs’’ 
... the kinds that may help those al- 
ready present in breaking > Aen feeds 
and changing them into digestible nu- 
trients. That would mean “money in 
the bank’’! 

Researchers are learning many of the 
secrets of bacterial fermentation that 
enables four-stomach animals to con- 
vert roughages and other feeds into 
meat. But they still have a lot of work 
to do. They want to know the answers 
to many more questions about the dif- 
ferent kinds of “‘bugs”’ . . . the enzymes 
they produce .. . how livestock men can 
put them to practical use ... many other 
unknowns. These answers may help 
avoid pitfalls. 

_ Continued research on “rumen seed- 
ing,”’ the scientists hope, may produce 
this practical result: Feed fortified with 
the right kind of “‘bugs’’ may allow range 
animals coming off the range to be put on 
full feed in days instead of weeks. Faster, 
more economical gains appear to be 

ible because the new “bugs’’ or 
‘what goes with them’”’ are needed in 
the paunch for quick adjustment to 
feed-lot feeding. 


Evidence also indicates that “paunch 
seeding” in the form of special “‘bug 
pills’’ can also be effective in bringing 
cattle, calves and lambs with digestive 
ailments back to good health. One ex- 
ample: Western lambs shipped to the 
Corn Belt refused to eat and drink upon 
arrival. A “\paunch-seeding”’ treatment 
caused a satisfactory response. 

“Paunch seeding’’ may soon be out 
of the laboratory and experimental 
stage ...and become another way to 
lower your feeding costs through health- 
ier, faster gaining cattle, calves and 
lambs .. . better utilization of all feeds, 
with less waste and more gain per 
pound of feed fed. Watch for further 
developments on “‘paunch seeding.” 





Who Benefits? 


“Who benefits when 
cattle and other live- 
stock prices decline?”’ 
That's a good question. 
Actually, both producers 
and meat packers stand to lose on a 
declining market. Meat packers 
don’t like sharp breaks in livestock 
prices any more than 
producers do.

Meat packers do not buy livestock 
at low levels and freeze great sup- 

lies of meat to sell when prices are 

igher. The quantity of beef, lamb 
and veal in storage at any one time 
is never as much as 3% of a year’s 
slaughter. 

When wholesale prices drop 
sharply, meat packers also have big 
losses. Sometimes part of those 
losses may be made up by price 
increases. But since price rises are 
usually due to scarcity, a packer 
never owns as much livesteck and 








meat when prices rise as when prices 
decline. 

Instead of sharp price changes. . . 
up or down . . . volume is one of the 
biggest factors in meat packer prof- 
its. Many overhead costs, such as 
buildings, equipment, taxes, etc. re- 
main the same regardless of whether 
the volume of meat handled is big 
or small. When the volume is dou- 
bled, we are able to spread these costs 
over twice as many pounds of meat. 

It is the ultimate consumer of 
meat who usually benefits when live- 
stock prices decline. This is due to 
price concessions which meat pack- 
ers usually must make in order to 
sell the increased supply of meat. 

Then retailers can price their meats 
attractively ...and induce new and 
regular customers to buy more meat 
at the lower prices. Thus price con- 
stantly moves to balance supply and 
demand—and meat does not ‘‘back 
up” to glut markets, but is bought 
and consumed. 

Consumers have had more total 
beef, lamb and veal to eat this year 
than in 1952... about 14 lbs. more 
per person. They have also benefited 
as a result of the decline in cattle, 
lamb, and calf prices. For instance, 
the latest government figures avail- 
able at press time show that the 
average August retail price of round- 
steak in Chicago stores was down 
18%, from a year ago... . rib roasts— 
down 23% ...hamburger—down 
33%...and chuck roasts—down 29%. 

Government average monthly fig- 
ures also show that wholesale meat 
prices and livestock prices have 
moved up and down together.

Adequate Protein 
for Productive 
Farm Animals 


by George K. Davis, 
Agricultural Experiment Station, 
Gainesville, Florida 


Be sure your young animals kept for 
breeding stock get adequate amounts 
of protein. This is particularly impor- 
tant between weaning and _ ing 
ages. By keeping protein intake high, 
along with vitamins and minerals, you 
can improve the productive potential 
of your breeding stock. Maximum pro- 
duction of healthy offspring. is essen- 
tial to a profitable livestock operation. 

Cows that drop calves every year 
for 10 to 12 years; sows that can raise 
up to eight good-sized litters; ewes 
that live to lamb regularly for 5 or 6 
years ... these are the type of animals 
that pay their way on farms and 
ranches. And protein is the most im- 
portant factor in maintaining a longer 
productive life. 

For example, gilts intended to be 
used for breeding purposes are quite 
likely to be fed the same ration as 
merket hogs. Actually, to develop gilts 
into prolific sows, > he should get a 
ration containing 10 to 20 per cent 
more protein shortly after weaning. 
All too often beef cattle go through a 
“protein starvation” period in winter. 
A 200-lb. calf has a digestible protein 
requirement equivalent to the main- 
tenance requirement of a mature 
1,000-lb. cow. Dairy cows frequently 
get inadequate protein when dry. This 
shortage of protein results in loss of 
weight, particularly “‘muscle’’ weight. 
Then, when feed is increased, the cat 
tle regain fat tissue, but not the lost 
muscle tissue. And this results in a 
shortened productive life. 

Rapidly growing lambs have a 
greater need for digestible protein than 
mature ewes. Unless the lamb is fed 
adequate protein while growing, her 
seodaatie’ life will be impaired. If 
you want long-lived, top-notch pro- 
ducers, select your breeding stock 
early and put them on a high protein 
ration during the growing period.

allotments on wheat. If a man let his 
wheat land stand idle a year or two out of 
the three years the allotments were based 
on, he doesn’t have much.” 

William Giger, of near Pleasanton in 
Alameda County, California, put off his 
lunch half an hour to visit with us. Mr. 
Giger said, “I'd do everything possible 
to help farmers operate better and 
cheaper. We milk 723 cows now on this 
ranch. Any little thing that is worked out 
by the government, companies, or col- 
leges to help us do a better job may mean 
a lot to us.” 

C. M. Syverson of Odin in Martin 
County, Minnesota, said, “I would see 
that farmers get protection from livestock 
price fluctuations. They are entitled to 
at least 90 percent of parity. If we sup- 
port prices we must have production con- 
trol, however.” 

Les Helwig of Ottawa County, Ohio, 
was mainly worried about the inequity of 
wheat-allotment acreages. He thought 
they should have been allotted in relation 
to farm s1Zé rather than on history. 

Russell Leach, of Dorchester in Saline 
County, Nebraska, said, “One of the 
first things I would do would be to look 
for ways to eliminate our present-day 
support prices. This would have to be a 
gradual change-—but necessary, as ‘con- 
trols’ are costly.” 

In Dane County, Wisconsin—with the 
second highest number of dairy cows of 
any county in the nation—we talked with 
Vincent Lacy of near Madison. He told 
us, “I can’t see anything they’ve done for 
the dairyman. Don’t know what I'd do if 
I was in their place—they’d have me in 
Washington if I did. But something 
should be done.” 

J. C. Clark, of Kingfisher County, 
Oklahoma, said, ‘The first thing I would 
do would be to try to equalize beef-cattle 
prices. There’s too much spread between 
the top- and lower-grade cattle. The way 
it stands now, you have to have finished 
cattle for the market before you can get 
anything out of them.” 

“One of the first things I would do if 
I became secretary of agriculture 
would be to change the wheat quota 
ruling,” says C. H. Armann, of Lan- 
caster County, Nebraska. He explained, 
“It should not affect farmers with less 
than 25 acres of wheat because it causes a 
hardship on those farmers who have their 
crop rotations laid out.” 

Arnold Ziesman, who farms near 
Eldora in Hardin County, Iowa, said, 
“] think I would lock into this surplus 
business. The government just can’t keep 
on storing grain and buying more bins. 
The whole thing would fall over on you 
afterwhile if you keep piling up surpluses.” 

Allen Nelson, of near St. James in 
Watonwan County, Minnesota, wants 
“definite action insuring 90 percent of 
parity for livestock as well as crops.” 

One thing is sure: Mr. Benson hasn’t 
pleased everybody. Nobody could do that.

Molidag Brvadl Canes 


Use !4 recipe basic sweet dough. Roll 
dough into long strands about !4 inch in 
diameter. Twist two together and shape 
like a candy cane. Let rise until double 
(Canes should be about 4 to 4!9 inches 
long after baking.) Arrange on lightly 
greased cooky sheet. Bake at 350° (mod- 
erate) about 15 minutes. Cool. Add suf- 
ficient top milk or cream to 2 cups sifted 
confectioners’ sugar to make of spreading 
consistency. Add a dash of salt and | 
teaspoon vanilla. Divide frosting in half. 
Tint one half red with red food coloring 
Put frosting in icing tube and decorate 
canes with sirips of red and white frosting. 
(Makes about 12 canes.) 


Star and Hell Rolls 


Roll 14 recipe sweet bread dough into 
a rectangle '4 inch thick. Brush with 
melted butter and sprinkle with a mixture 
of 4 cup sugar and 2 teaspoons cinna- 
mon. Roll like jelly roll and seal open 
edges. (Roll should be about 2'% inches 


in diameter.) 


Christmas Star Rolls: Pour half of 
Brown-sugar Glaze into 5-cup, star- 
shaped mold to a depth of about !g inch 
Arrange pecan halves and candied cher- 
ries on glaze. Cut 6 rolls about 1 inches 
wide and place one roll in each point of 
the star and one in the center of the mold 
Leave space between rolls so they can rise 
properly. Let rise until double. Bake at 
350° (moderate) about 20 to 25 minutes. 
Turn out of mold while still hot. 


Festive Bell Rolls: Pour Brown-sugar 
Glaze in bottom of individual bell- 
shaped molds to depth of about '¢ inch. 
Sprinkle with chopped pecans. Use a 
candied cherry for the bell clapper. Cut 
rolls #4 to 1 inch thick and place in mold, 
shaping into a triangle to follow lines of 
mold. Leave space around edge so they 
can rise properly. Let rise until double. 
Bake at 350° (moderate) for 15 to 20 min- 
utes. Turn out of mold while still hot. 
(Makes 12 bells.) 

Brown-sugar Glaze: Combine 2 cups 
brown sugar, 14 cup light corn syrup, and 
2 tablespoons butter. Stir over low heat 
until liquefied and well blended. 


Scrambled Eggs: Scramble eggs as usual, 
but add a few drops of Worcestershire 
sauce for a different flavor. Garnish with 
toast cut into star shapes with a cooky 
cutter and sprinkled with paprika. Add 
a small bunch of parsley to the center. 


Staffed Orange Scallops 


Cut large, perfect oranges in half by 
making zigzag cuts through orange with 
a sharp knife. Scoop out pulp. Fill oranges 
with orange and grapefruit section. Driz- 
zle a little honey over the fruit. Top with 
a maraschino cherry cut to resemble a 


flower. 
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Cocoa: Make cocoa as usual. Top with 
whipped cream sprinkled with candy red 


hots or with a marshmallow. 


Christmas-tree centerpiece: You'll need 
a block of wood 1!4 inches thick, 6 
inches wide, and 6 inches long for vie 
base. Paint it white. You can make the 
tree from a cone of pasteboard 16 inches 
high and 26 inches in diameter at the 
base. Then make a circle of heavy paste- 
board that will fit into the base of the 
cone to hold the tree firm. The trunk is a 
heavy pasteboard tube 6% inches long 
and 1% inches in diameter. Cut a hole in 
the circle that fits into the base of cone, 
insert tube. Glue firmly into circle. 

Starting at the top of the tree, wrap 
the cone with green rug yarn, applying 
rubber cement and glue at intervals to 
hold yarn. Wrap the trunk in the same 
way, gluing ends of yarn firmly at base 
of tree and trunk. Swirl white yarn 
around tree for trim, gluing in place. 
Dot tree with large and small sequins 
fastened on with glue. Glue tree to white 
block base. 


Christmas tree napkin holders: You'll 
need strips of cardboard 8 inches long and 
114 inches wide for the holder. Either 
glue or staple the ends of the cardboard 
together. Bend into an oblong 2%4 inches 
long and 1!4 inches wide. Wrap closely 
with green rug yarn. Fasten yarn with 
glue. The small trees are made of cone- 
shaped drinking cups. Trunks of trees are 
made by wrapping heavy paper around 
a large, round pencil. Trunks should 
measure 434 inches long. Wrap trunks 
and trees with green rug yarn, using 
drops of glue at intervals on trunks and 
trees to hold yarn securely. Trim small 
trees with sequins and swirls of white 
yarn fastened on with glue. Insert trunk 
in tree and glue to top of cone to hold 
trunk firmly. Then glue tree to napkin 
holder. 


Tablecloth: You can make it from red 
Indianhead or cotton broadcloth. To 
make a 3-yard cloth, buy 6 yards of ma- 
terial, cut in two, 3-yard lengths, and 
seam the two edges together. Or split one 
3-yard length and seam each of the two 
strips to the edges of the remaining 3- 
yard length. Hem or fringe edges. If you 
fringe edges, stitch just inside of fringe to 
keep cloth from raveling. 


Napkins: They are made of white In- 
dianhead or cotton broadcloth. Make 
them 17% by 12 inches in size. Make a 
fringe 44 inch deep around napkin and 
stitch just inside fringe. Tack green rug 
yarn in small scallops around the napkin 
for an attractive trim. END

look how much more efficiently she uses 
it. A hen laying 105 eggs per year uses 
only one-fifth of her total feed consump- 
tion for egg production. But a 210-egg 
hen uses one-third of her feed consump- 
tion for egg production. 

There are many good commercial and 
home-mixed laying rations that will do 
the job. Fortunately, poultry can make 
good use of many different kinds of feed, 
so that feeding plans are flexible and can 
be adjusted to widely different conditions. 
The availability and price of competitive 
feeds determine the feeds used to build a 
laying ration. Let’s take a look at the basic 
requirements in a laying ration 


High energy feeds needed. Chickens 
burn up a large supply of energy. Cereal 
grains are the best sources of this energy 
and as a result, make up from 60 to 80 
percent of a laying ration. 

A laying ration usually is built around 
a combination of two or more cereal 
grains—corn, oats, barley, wheat, or katir, 
depending on which ones are most readily 
available and reasonable in price. 

A ration high in productive energy is 
more efficient than one low in productive 
energy. Recently we've heard a lot about 
high-energy, well-fortified rations. In ex- 
periments at the Connecticut Storrs Ex- 
periment Station, hens fed a ration con- 
taining 14-percent more productive ener- 
gy per unit of weight than those fed a 
normal ration, laid 15-percent more eggs 
per unit of feed consumed. 

The amount of energy in a ration can 
be boosted by replacing low-energy feeds 
(oats, bran, and middlings) with high- 
energy feeds (corn, milo, wheat). The 
productive energy of feed also can be in- 
creased by adding fats. In Beltsville ex- 
periments, laying hens did well when fed 
a ration containing 8 percent fat. Produc- 
tive energy in a ration can be boosted 
about 14 percent by replacing a low-ener- 
gy feed with 7 percent fat. Low-grade 
sugars also can be used as energy sources. 


Protein quality should be high. 
Laying hens not only need a lot of pro- 
tein, but the protein must be high in qual- 
ity. Chickens are unable to synthesize 
many of the amino acids needed in the ra- 
tion. Therefore, they must be supplied in 
the feed. To guard against any possible 
protein deficiency, 3 or 4 different protein 
supplements may be used in the ration 
Milk is an excellent source of protein 
for chicks and laying hens. The protein is 
very high in quality and also is a good 
source of riboflavin. Meat scraps have 
long been considered the standard protein 
supplement for poultry, containing about 
50 to 55 percent crude protein and about 
25 percent mineral matter. Fish meal con- 
tains 50 to 60 percent crude protein 
Plant-protein feeds are finding a more 
important place in poultry rations. Soy- 
bean meal contains about 45 percent 
crude protein and is very palatable. 
Gluten meal is not often used as a source 
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of protein. It contains the same amino 
acids as corn so will not improve the pro- 
tein quality of a ration already high in 
corn. Peanut meal and cottonseed meal 
are not often used in poultry rations ex- 
cept in areas where they are produced. 
Cottonseed meal, unless specially proc- 
essed, often causes dark egg yolks. 

One synthetic amino acid, methionine, 
is now being used to supplement the nat- 
ural proteins in poultry feeds. It supplies 
the essential amino acid not furnished 
abundantly by soybean oil meal, one 
principal _plant-protein supplement. 
Whatever combination of protein supple- 
ments is used, the ration should contain at 
least 15 to 16 percent protein. About one- 
fourth of the protein used should be of 
animal origin. 


Vitamins are essentia!. Only very 
small quantities of vitamins are needed in 
a poultry ration, but they are absolutely 
essential for growth, egg production, 
hatchability, and health. 

Vitamin-A deficiency can easily result 
when there is a shortage of fresh, green 
forage. This vitamin helps keep up resist- 
ance to infections as it is directly related 
to the normal functioning of the mucous 
membranes of the body. Yellow corn, 
fresh green forage, alfalfa meal, and forti- 
fied oils are the best sources of vitamin A. 

Vitamin D is needed so that chickens 
can utilize calcium and phosphorus in 
feed. When short, young chickens quickly 
develop rickets, and hens are unable to 


form strong shells. Chickens exposed to 
direct sunlight are able to manufacture 
their own vitamin D. If confined, as is the 
common practice on many farms, this vi- 
tamin must be supplied in some other 
way. The most common source is one of 
the fortified vitamin A and D feeding oils. 

The B vitamins include riboflavin, nia- 
cin, choline, pantothenic acid, and vita- 
amin By. Several others are required, but 
they are normally present in sufficient 
amounts. 

Riboflavin is indispensable for normal 
growth and for hatchability. Among the 
best sources are dried milk, dried whey, 
fermentation by-products, fresh green for- 
age, and alfalfa meal 

Niacin also is essential for normal growth 
and development. It must be added to ra- 
tions composed largely of corn. It is avail- 
able commercially in crystalline form 

Vitamin B,2 is required in very small 
amounts by laying hens. Deficiencies rare- 
ly occur in older chickens grown on free 
range. As little as 5 percent fish meal will 
supply ample amounts of this vitamin. 

Antibiotics provide a growth stimulus 
when added to rations of younger chicks, 
but are not known to be of any benefit in 
a ration for laying hens. 


Steady mineral supply needed. A ma- 
ture pullet, ready to lay, has only about 2 
ounces of mineral matter in her bones and 
other tissues. But if she lays 200 eggs in a 
year she must put into them about 40 
ounces of mineral matter, mostly calcium. 


Eggshells are nearly pure calcium car- 
bonate. All laying hens should be supplied 
with oystershells, or some other form of 
calcium carbonate, free-choice. 

Chickens, like other farm animals, re- 
quire salt—about '9 of 1 percent of the 
entire ration. [t is good practice to use 
iodized salt. Manganese in small amounts 
is important in the formation of strong 
shells and essential for high hatchability. 
It may be added as manganese sulfate 
(feeding grade), or in manganized salt 

Laying hens also need hard grit, espe- 
cially if part of their ration consists of 
whole or cracked grains. Unless there is 
gravel or other natural grit available to 
them, some form of hard grit should be 
supplied in open hoppers 


Water requirements, There is about a 
pint of water in a dozen eggs. When lay- 
ing at a high rate, a flock of 100 hens may 
use as much as 6 gallons of water in a day. 
Be sure to keep an ample supply available. 

Here are the points to keep in mind if 
you're shooting for top egg production 
(1) Start with chicks of known quality and 
with high production bred into them; (2) 
Feed a ration that is nutritionally bal- 
anced and high in energy value. It must 
include all the energy feeds, protein, vita- 
mins, minerals, and amino acids in the 
proper amounts and proportions; and (3) 
Encourage maximum feed consumption 
for the most efficient use of the feeds, and 
to take advantage of the hen’s potential 
egg production. END

Tips for 


Push the button— 
down comes the grain 


Here’s a “‘pushcart” way of feeding 
grain to dairy cows that saves time and 
labor for research workers at the Electric 
Research Farm, Wisconsin Experiment 
Station 

Ihe cart is filled from an overhead 
chute leading to a wagon unloader or an 
overhead feed wagon. Wagon is filled at 
the grinder, then pulled into hayloft wher 
it serves as a storage bin. The operation 
provides for efficient handling of bulk 
or mixed feed 

The feed cart (below) has a tricycle- 
wheel arrangement that makes it easy to 
move around. Legs are 2’ high, eliminate 
back-bending work

Sodium meta-bisulfite 
improves grass silage 


Satisfactory grass silage can be made 
by using 9 pounds of sodium meta-bisul- 
fite per ton of green forage. 

This preservative was used last year at 
the Rutgers Research farm, and at the 
United States Dairy Experimental Farm, 
Beltsville, Maryland. It costs about 50 
cents to treat 1 ton of silage 

A combination of red clover, Ladino 
clover, and orchard grass was treated 
with this chemical at Beltsville. The 
silage had a pleasant odor, was more pala- 
table, and retained more of the carotene 
and sugar than the untreated silage. 

At the Pennsylvania Experiment Sta- 
tion, 15 heifers were given free access to 
bisulfite or sulfur-dioxide alfalfa silage 
They ate the bisulfite silage at the rate of 
58 pounds a day, and the other at the 
rate of 16 pounds a day

Milk replacers cut cost 
of feeding dairy calves 


Do milk replacement feeds offer an ad- 
vantage over whole milk or calf starters? 

Prof. N. N. Allen, Department of 
Dairy Husbandry at the University of 
Wisconsin, thinks they do 

In contrast tu a calf starter which sup- 
plements a limited milk ration, the milk 
replacement is designed to replace all of 
the marketable milk ordinarily fed to the 
calves 

Economy is the only incentive for using 
a replacement feed, says Allen. Whole 
milk is satisfactory as far as results go. 
And it takes about 500 pounds of whole 
milk to give the energy and protein 
equivalent of 100 pounds of an average 
milk replacement feed. 

When a farmer can take the money he 
gets for 100 pounds of milk and buy 25 
pounds of a good milk replacement feed, 
the extra saving is worth the trouble.

© aateccuadl tableware has advanced 
in popularity in the last few years, prob- 
ably due to its excellent durability as well 
as its low cost.

Best 
of all, it doesn’t need polishing and resists 
scratches. 

It is the perfect answer for the busy 
homemaker who wants to set an attractive 
table, but doesn’t have time to spend hours 
with a polishing cloth. 

Home furnishings specialist Katherine 
Weesner, University of Illinois, suggests 
to the prospective buyer that best designs 
in stainless steel are those without a lot of 
detail. This is because steel is so hard that 
it is difficult to make deep depressions on 
it. Look for a piece that will balance well 
in your hand. It does not have to be heavy 
to be strong. Smooth edges and a smooth, 
uniform finish indicate quality. The color 
will vary, probably either silver or pewter, 
and both satin and mirror finishes are 
available. 





Metal stains 


can be removed 


We metal and leaky faucets are respon- 
sible for many of the stains found on bath- 
room towels, shower curtains, and table 
linens. The tarnish from copper, brass, 
and tin will leave unsightly stains—but 
they usually can be removed without 
much effort by applying vinegar or lemon 
juice. Lola Belle Green of Michigan State 
College suggests either of these ordinary 
cures or a 10-percent solutior of acetic 
acid. 

The natural reaction is to reach for the 
bleach bottle, but in the case of metal 
stains, please don’t! Chlorine bleach or so- 
dium perborate bleach will set the stain 
instead of removing it. 

Lemon juice, vinegar, or a 10-percent 
acetic acid solution are also good for re- 
moving the dark stain left by wet iron or 
steel. Rust stains, too, respond to this 
treatment. Sprinkle them with. salt, 
squeeze lemon juice over the stains, and 
place them in the sun to dry. Repeat the 
lemon juice application until stain is gone. 
If the rust stain is on a white fabric that 
can be boiled, add 4 teaspoons of cream of 
tartar to each pint of water, and boil your 
stained item in this mixture. Rinse well 
after boiling.

First, start with the colors your family 
likes best. Select a fabric, rug, or wallpa- 
per with these colors and use it as the 
springboard for your scheme. Pick your 
wall, or background, colors from it first. 
Let one color dominate, using it in the 
largest areas. Then be sure the other colors 
you select go with it. 

You'll be happier, too, if you stick to 
just three or four colors in a room, repeat- 
ing them over and over in upholstery, ac- 
cessories, and draperies, Add one bold or 
bright color for dash—and be sure to use 
it sparingly 


Dress up your windows, Beautiful fur- 
niture and good colors can be completely 
ruined if the draperies are skimpy or un- 
interesting. Let the size, number, and 
placement of the windows be your cue for 
their treatment. If you’ve used pattern 
elsewhere in the room, either repeat that 
fabric for draperies, or stick to a plain col- 
or, so there’s no clash 

The main thing is—don’t be skimpy. 
It's false economy to try to “get by” on 
less fabric. You’!l only be unhappy with 
your results. With the wealth of fabrics to 
choose from, the hundreds of window 
treatments you see in other homes, maga- 
zines and stores, don’t be confused. Fig- 
ure what your own problem is, and choose 
the treatment that offers the best solution 
to your room. You'll be happier with the 


results. 


Balance furniture groupings. All the 
heavy pieces on one side of a room tend to 
make it off balance. Instead, balance large 
and small pieces around the room. De- 
pending on the size of your room, make 
several groupings—a conversation or fire- 
place group, a reading corner, or a table 
and chairs for games and cards 


Accessories— your finishing touch. 
Accessories do the same for a room that 
they do for your best outfit. You don’t feel 
well dressed without jewelry, hat, and 
gloves. No, and your room won’t look 
well dressed without those little finishing 
touches—ashtrays, pictures, books, and 
other accessories.

bringing economic ruin to farmers who pro- 
duce this abundance. 

One of the difficulties in this regard is 
that frequently just a small surplus—not 
more than 5 or 10 percent—will drop 
prices to ruinous levels 
How big are “surpluses?’’ Now we 
have what some people call surpluses. We 
have more wheat, cotton, and corn than 
we actually need for immediate require- 
ments. Yet we have seen just as great sur- 
pluses melt away rapidly in the past as 
conditions changed 

What I want to make clear is that these 
As far as butter is 
concerned, if every person in this country 


are temporary surpluses 


would consume an additional ounce per 
day the entire surplus would be gone in 
less than a month. That is true also of 
other commodities of which we have large 
supplies. 

Our real problem for the future is not 
surpluses. It is the matter of having enough 
for our rapidly increasing population. 


Can we use “surpluses?” | have been 
speaking about our abundance in this 
country—but in most places of the world 
people are hungry. As a nation we have been 
sharing our abundance with the world’s 
hungry people—in Pakistan and East 
Germany. We've done this _ primarily 
from a humanitarian standpoint. But this 
food also has helped strengthen ourselves 
and our allies 

In these fluid times no one can say what 
influence gifts of this kind may have in de- 
termining the future history of mankind 


Why does farmer need help? Your 
greatest problem is to have something to 
say about the price of the things you buy 
and the things you sell. With few excep- 
tions your costs are determined by some- 
one else 

Your taxes, your transportation rates in 
getting your products to market, your 
electric bill, your insurance rates—all are 
fixed by law or by the action of state o 
federal agencies. Prices of your fuel, ferti- 
lizer, and farm machinery are set by some- 
one else. 

On the other hand, you have nothing to 
say about the price you get for your prod- 
ucts. If you ship your cattle and hogs to 
Omaha or Chicago you take what the 
buyers offer you—and they all offer about 
the same price. Your other choice is to 
ship the livestock back home again. 

The farmer's greatest problem is to find 
a fair balance between supply and demand. 

It is easy enough for a steel manufac- 
turer-——or for all the steel manufacturers 
in the nation—to do this without collu- 
sion. If they produce more than the mar- 
ket will take, they will simply hold it off 
the market until the market can take the 
product at a profitable price

Veterinary 


helps 


Give your dairy cows 
plenty of fresh air 


Ihe other morning we stopped at a 
farm where the owner thought an out- 
break of shipping fever was starting in his 
herd of dairy cows. Many of the animals 
were coughing and breathing faster than 
normal. 

However, an investigation showed th« 
symptoms were caused by foul air and a 
lack of ventilation in the barn, with cows 
being most uncomfortable in the morning 
after the barn had been closed up all 
night. 


What's the trouble with 
this dish-nosed hog? 


This pig was one of several first noticed 
as sneezing and sniffling as though suffer- 
ing from a cold. As the animals grew old- 
er they watered at the eyes, failed to grow 
properly, and rubbed their noses

The snouts eventually became badly 
deformed, with many of them being 
“dished” or twisted off to one side as the 
nasal bones were destroyed. Such symp- 
toms can be caused by dystrophic rhinitis 
or the much commoner “‘bull nose.” 
What's the trouble here? 

In this case it happened to be dystro- 
phic rhinitis, a contagious disease. Al- 
though the cause isn’t definitely known, 
the disease is believed to be spread by the 
movement of diseased animals often ap- 
pearing perfectly healthy 

There is no satisfactory treatment, and 
in case of a bad outbreak it usually is best 
to go out of the swine business entirely for 
several months. The buildings can be dis- 
infected and a fresh start made. END
